FIRE KILLS. 


YOUNG CHILD 


By MARY TAYLOR 
. No charges will be filed 
in the death of four-year- 
oid RaeneeLashawana 
Tumbleson, 1574 E. 4th 
Ave. 

The child died in a fire 
that engulfed her home last 
Monday, Feb. 9. Sgt. John 
Shawkey of the Columbus 
Homicide Squad said it 
appeared to be a “non- 
negligent accidental fire.” 


The child was asleep on 
one side of the double 
house at the E. 4th St.’ 
address. A great aunt and 
grandmother were on: the 
other side but Shawkey 


said the house had a 
“common entryway.” 
Firemen received a call at 
9:02 p.m. When they 
arrived moments later the 
lower level of the house 
was engulfed in flames. 
The-aunt-and-grand- 
mother. were able to 
escape. The smoke and 
flames were so intense that 
firefighters were unable to 
enter to search for the child 
Tumbieson who lived with 
her father, Raymond And- 
erson. He was not home at 
the time of the fire. The’ 
child's mother reportedly is

We urge the commissioners to 
consider the group's suggestions 
and take applications from individu- 
als who are interested in becoming 
the new director.

Sla very, Racism and Now Murder

The phenomenon of black crime has as one 
of its causes a deep-seated pathology that has 
followed black Americans throughout their 

~ history in the United States. 

What incites this furious rage in black crimi- 
nal offenders to force them to aimlessly victim- 
ize. other: members of their own race? =a 

in 1977, more blacks were killed on the 
streets of America by other blacks than were 
blacks killed in the entire nine-year Vietnam 
War. in 1979, nearly 65 of all violent 
crimes committed by blacks had another 
black as a victim. 

By any barometer, economic, social or oth- 
erwise, Afro-Americans suffer disproportion- 
ately from crime and its consequences. Blacks 
dominate the of offender and vic- 
tim in national crime statitics and represent an 
enormous majority in prison populations. 

However, to speak of Black-On-Black crime 
in America is not to simply speak of criminal 
injustices inflicted on each other among a 
group of approximately 30 million people. Itis 
to speak of a 7-million-member portion of that 
30 million who are trapped in a subclass gone 

rancid with poverty, high unemployment and,

Facts For Consumers

The skyrocketing cost of medical care is 
hitting everyone hard, especially senior citi- 
zens. Prescription drug costs are rising fast. In 
1977, US Consumers paid $8 billion. In 1978, 
the last year for which accurate figures are 
available, Americans paid $9 bition for pres- 
cription drugs. 

A prescription drug may have three different 
names - its “chemical” name, its “brand” ’ 
name chosen by a manufacturer, and its 
“generic” or official name for active ingre- 
dients. (Non-prescription. example: aspirin is 
the generic name for acetylsalicylic acid sold 
under brand-name such as Bayer, etc.). Con- 
sumers who purchase generic drugs could

Dr Chancellor Williams, author of “The 
Destruction of Black ‘Civilization,” explains 
Black-On-Black crime in the context of self- 
hatred. “When you see a black man stabbinga 
black man, what is he-doing? It isn’t a black 

~man, he doesn't see his brother that he's stab- 
bing, no. He for the moment, the stabber, is a 
white man and he sees before hima nigger, kill 
nigger.” 

Last year, 23,044 persons were murdered in 
the United States. in most instances, they took 
place in the southern states and occurred 
mostly during the month of August. 

Approximately 44 percent of the victims 
were male. Fifty-three out of every 100 were 
white and 42 were black. However, if you take 
into account the difference In population 
between these two groups, roughly 190 mil- 


lion whites to 30 million blacks, blacks were . 


killed at a ratio of nine to one over whites. 

In a poll conducted by the New York Times, 
77 percent, when asked if the death penalty 
should be reinstated, said yes.

That is because it is virtually impossible to 
prove intent. Failing written or taped evidence 
of the sort no one ever commits to public view 
or keeps in files that can be subpoenaed, it is 
impossible to prove that the reason a law was 
passed was to discriminate. 

But the House test of a law's validity-- 
whether it has a discriminatory effect--is per- 
fectly reasonable. The numbers tell the story 
and a law's effect is there for all to see. The

CANCER ANSWERS 

Cancer Answers by Paul G. Dyment, 
M.D., appears through the courtesy of 
The Cleveland Clinic Foundation 
Cancer Center. . 
QUESTION: 

How is sexual activity related to 
cancer of the cervix? 


ANSWER: . 

If, as is widely believed, sexual activity 
among women is occurring at an earlier 
age, then the frequency of cancer of the 
cervix will increase. The reason is that 
cancer of the cervix is more commonly 
seen in those women who had sexual 


* 


sexual partners. This is possibly duetoa 
virus transmitted from the male during . 
intercourse, which contributes in some 
way to the development of this kind of 
cancer in. certain women many years 
later. The suspect virus is one of the 
herpes viruses. This association with 
early sexual activity and later cancer of 
the cervix is an example of the kind of 
medical research called epidemiology. 
Epidemiologists study factors in our 
daily lives and statistically relate them to 
the frequency of different cancers.

That's why the House version of Voting 
Rights extension is so crucial. It would bring

Courts, along.with other abuses such ws ger 
symandered disiricts, overnight switéhes in 
Polling places to cut the black vote, making 
elective offices appointive after blacks win 
them, and other outrages. 


The Attorney General has dragged a red 
herring into the debate, suggesting that any 
standard other than intent to discriminate 
would result in quotas for black representa- 
tion or federal challenges based on littie more 
than disporportionate election results. 

But the House bill specifies that dispropor- 
tionate results do not by themselves consti- 
tute a violation. It is all reminiscent of the Jus- 
tice Department's tactics on affirmative ' 
action--raising the fears of quotas and rigid 
formulas--when simple fairness is the only 
issue.

relatively. untrained all- 
black unit held the line 
against the assaults of sea- 
soned British-Hessian 
troops for four hours, ena- 
bling the American army to 
escape. By the war's end, 
5,000 blacks had served in 
the Colonial army, having 
fought in most major bat- 
tles and gained honors and 
praise from their command- 
ers. 

During the Civil War, an 


estimated 380,000 blacks - 


served as laborers and 
fought alongside Union 


troops. Thirty-seven thou- - 


sand blacks-_were killed in 
that conflict. 

During this country's 
westward expansion, black 
and white soldiers fought 
to protect the settler, sup- 
press hostile Indians and 
guard the mail and rail- 
roads. The black 9th and 
10th Calvary and the 24th 
and 25th Infantry also built 
their own quarters and 
forts. Indian warriors 
dubbed them the “Buffalo 
Soldiers” because of their 
bravery. 

Despite the harsh, 
monotonous frontier life, 
morale in the units was 
high and the Buffalo Soldi- 
ers had thé lowest deser- 
tion rates of all Army.units.
